1 . BRITISH WARSHIPS RETURN TO WATERS OFF ICELAND 

THE ICELAND-UK FISHERIES DISPUTE WORSENED FEBRUARY 5. 
AFTER AN ICELANDIC GUNBOAT CUT THE FISHING NET CABLES OF 
THE BRITISH TRAWLER LOCH ERIDOL, THE BRITISH ADMIRALTY 
ORDERED ITS WARSHIPS AND PLANES TO RETURN TO THE FISHING 
WATERS OFF ICELAND. THE ICELANDIC COAST GUARD CLAIMED 
THE TRAWLER HAD IGNORED REQUESTS TO PULL IN ITS NETS WHEN 
IT WAS VIOLATING ICELANDIC CONSERVATION REGULATIONS.

-HAS GIVEN THE USG NOTICE TO EVACUATE ITS CHANCERY

IT APPEARS THE BENIN GOVERNMENT PLANS TO ENLARGE THE 
PERIMETER OF CAMP GUEZO, CONTONOU'S MILITARY BASE, BY

3. FIRST FRENCH REACTIONS TO CONCORDE DECISION 

EMBASSY PARIS REPORTS THAT THE REACTION OF GOVERNMENT AND 
AVIATION OFFICIALS TO SECRETARY COLEMAN'S DECISION HAS 
BEEN GENERALLY POSITIVE, BUT WITH MANY RESERVATIONS. 

THE FRENCH: 

-ARE DISAPPOINTED THE DECISION DOES NOT REPRESENT 
UNQUALIFIED APPROVAL; 

-MUST DECIDE WHETHER TO EXTEND CONCORDE PRODUCTION 
AND HOW TO HANDLE COSTS INCURRED IN COMMENCING 
CARRIER OPERATIONS TOHTHE US FOR A PERIOD WHICH 
MIGHT NOT EXCEED 16 MONTHS; 

-WANT TO BE CLOSELY ASSOCIATED WITH US MONITORING 
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OF THE SST'S ENVIRONMENTAL IMPACT AT JFK AND 
DULLES; 

-FEEL IT WILL BE MORE DIFFICULT TO MARKET STILL 
UNSOLD CONCORDES, SO LONG AS IT IS UNCERTAIN 
WHETHER THE AIRCRAFT CAN FLY TO THE US BEYOND THE 
16-MONTH LIMIT. 
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ON THE POYITIVE SIDE, MANY FEEL THE TIME LIMIT WILL 
ENABLE AIR FRANCE TO DEMONSTRATE THE COMMERCIAL WORTH 
OF THE CONCORDE AND ITS LACK OF SIGNIFICANT ENVIRON-
